Each 
and every '.AlITESTONIA contains the "player Profiles," an up close and 
personal look at the Dip players of today, plus a few articles, a few 
game a , a few good letters , an occasional "look— alike" contest , and, 
i f you* re real ^ood, a good cover illustration. Oh , I almost forgot 
KATHY'S KOKNOU, by Kuthy Byrne of the same address. The KOUN0K is a 
subzine to U H I TES TON I A , und contains "Dear Kathy," a letter column of 
a different sort, and DIP SUUTES (sic) AND LADDERS. I must question 
Kathy 1 s nomination for hobby queen, though: mainly because I'm a writer 
for. , , . 

ALARUMS & EXCURSIONS, available at a hobby store near you or from Lee 
Gold, 3965 Alia Road, Los Angeles, CA 90066 , for $1.50 plus postage 
(63* book rute, $1.40 UPS, $2,42 first class)* This has nothing to do 
with Diplomacy; rather, it deals with FiiP games such as D&D, UUNEuOJEST, 
THE FANTASY TRIP, TOP SECRET, DliAGONQUEST , etc. The articles are 
written by amateur publishers who have things to say about FRPing, 
either fiction stories or facts dealing with the playing of these games. 
Off the record, I've heard rumors that the 'sine wants to back Peggy 
Gemignani for hobby queen, since she writes for A&E occasionally, but 
since A&I£ isn't a dip 1 zine , it can't make any nominations. Being an 
A&E writer myself, I have to go along with this choice. Sorry, Kathy.

Kingmaker, Rail Baron, 
Gunslinger (whatlftver AH publishes it), Richthofen's War, WS&J31, AllEA- 
rated Machiavelli, Source of the Nile, and Submarine* Fees range from 
32 to 94, plus $20 for prize Dip- ENVOY is mostly games, but there are 
also contests, articles, and the occasional hobby news word or two. 

MANIACAL AND A LOT OF 0 Til Ell GARBAGE, by Dick Martin, 26 orchard Way Nf 
Rockville, MD 20&54, for SO* a month.; if you can't convince Dick to 
give you this special rate, it's 51. 60 a month. This 'zine has never 
been called the same thing twice (for that matter, it's never been 
called THE SAME THING TWICE) , so use my title. The 1 ssine contains 
articles about the hobby and the hobbyists, a few games, lots of press 
(mainly black press), and other stuff like that. Dick is one of the 
combatants in the LOM CHALLENGE GAME, which is somewhere in this issue. 

THE WHITE DUKE has apparently folded. Steve Shaddix doesn't get LOU 
any more unless he pays for it. 

BORN TO DIP did likewise. This causes a bit of trouble, as both Steve 
Shaddix and ljrod Wilson are in current panics.

IlL^CK FROG, by Jack Masters, 25711 North Vista Fairways Drive, Valencia, 
Ca 913iin. , ! ,vai J iiblo for ^5/10 issues ; ^.atno openings available in 
Diplomacy ;md Cosmic Em:«>imtor, This is one of the three 1 piinew that 
I consider to be MUoT Uii^DIWG (-IiWuY, for the games, and ItETALlATlON 
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being the other two). Jack has written such stories as the pug 
Uocarsley tale, the Linsey-i;odrigucz-McKibEjin letters, the April Fool 
issue (originally, just about everything said in the issue was supposed 
to be false, but a bunch of stuff ended up true, like the Chutes and 
Ladders opening in KATHY'S KuRNOli itnd John (loardnian 1 s leaving the a ON 
(Source of the Nile) game here) , and the original EUItOPA EXPRESS. 
Highly recommended for fake collectors, since jack's fakes are mailed 
to BLACK FliOG subbers. 

ARES, by Simulations Publications, Inc, , 257 Park Avenue South, New 
York, NY 10010, for Jl6/yoar (6 issues). ARES is the sci-fi/fantasy 
version of STRATEGY & TACTICS (available for #18/year) ; each issue 
contains its own game, usually with 100 counters and an 11 x 17 map, 
although from now on, occasional issues will have larger panics. Past 
games have beon LOHLUKILLER , >.1;KCK OF NIL PANDORA, MAIUiARIAN KINGS, 
AjJENA OF DEATH, CITADEL OF BLOOD, VOYAGE OF THE PANDORA, RESCUE FltOM 
THE HIVE, and RANGAKOK. Also in each issue are stories based on the 
game, and two running features: SCIENCE FOR SCIENCE FICTION and FACTS 
FOli FANTASY, Note taat these are prof ewsional-style magazines (S&T and 
ARES) , unlike the other 'zinea mentioned; S&T and ARES , if you didn't 
already know, are SPI's answer to the AVALON HILL OENKUAL, except that 
the Spl magazines have games and don't limit their talk to the games of 
their own company. NOTE: SPl's new policy states that games in S&T 
und ARES will NOT be made available to the general public outside of 
the magazines. (Exceptions: Great Battles of the American Civil War, 
Victory In the West, Central Front, und any other series.) 

EUROPA EXPRESS, by Gary Coughlan, 4614 Martha Cole Lane, Memphis, TN 
38118, for all of $6.00 (or 30 20* stomps) per 10 issues. This one 
features international gobies printed in any of eight languages depending 
on who's ahead, a lot of nasty letters (In #2, John Boardman lets Gary 
have it, only to get it from nod Walker in #3), and rather picturesque 
plugs. Gary has been complaining because his GREAT WHITE SHARK didn't 
win the Hobby Mascot contest* 

SLEEPLESS KNIGHTS , by Dave Carter, 118 Horsham Avenue, Wlllowdale, 
Ontario M2N lz9 CANADA, sells for $3/10 isbUes with $2. game fee. Issue 
#2 contained 8 pages of talk on fakes, a Dip Crossword puzzle, and some 
sick Jokes* Oh, yes, it's printed upside down - even the staple* 
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#14 had a circulation of 6 and 3 legal-size pages (8tf x 14 inches). It
